Wife Goes To Rochester 


Breslau’s wife, when informed 
of the crash, left her three chil­ 
dren, Lee, Cory and Tab in the 
care of a friend at the Breslau 
home and was driven to Rochester 
by a neighbor. 


The childrens’ ages range from 
I to 6 years. 


A spokesman at Strong Me­ 
morial Hospital in Rochester told 
the Courier-Times that Breslau 
was in “ poor” condition. 


The hospital, however, had Bres­ 
lau’s first name listed as William 
instead of Alan. 


Survivors indicated today that 
the crash was caused by strong

WASHINGTON (UPI)—A Soviet 
U.N. employe, his wife and an­ 
other couple were being held to­ 
day on charges they conspired 
over the past six years to steal 
U.S. 
military 
secrets 
for 
the 
Kremlin. 


They 
could 
face 
a 
possible 
death penalty if convicted. 


The four were arrested Tues­ 
day night by FBI agents in New 
York’s Queens County and 
in 
Washington in the second Soviet 
spy case in this country in two 
days. On Monday, the State De­ 
partm ent ordered expulsion of So­ 
viet Embassy attache Gennadiy 
Sevastynov for espionage. 


A government official called 
the spy ring "a big one.” Accord­ 
ing to the FBI, it had all the tra­ 
ditional trappings — secret mes­ 
sages 
left 
at 
“drop 
points,” 
codes, ciphers and secret writ­ 
ings. 


Seized in New York in the lat­ 
est roundup were Ivan Dmitrie­ 
vich Egorov, 41, and his wife, 
Alexsandria, 39. Egorov, a per­ 
sonnel officer in the United Na- 
tir ns secretariat, formerly served 
in Soviet Embassy posts in India 
and Canada. 
Taken into custody in Washing­ 
ton w?as a couple known as Rob­ 
ert Keistutis Baltch and Joy Ann 
Garber

FBI said 
these were not their real names, 
but it did not disclose their true 
identities. It said the real Baltch 
is a Roman Catholic priest and 
Joy Ann Garber is a Norwalk, 
Conn., housewife.

There was some confusion over 
whether the scheduled speaker, 
southern integration leader M ar­ 
tin Luther King Jr., would at­ 
tend. Negro leaders in Danville 
said they expected King to be on 
hand, but King’s office in Atlanta 
said he had no plans to visit Dan­ 
ville until next week. 


Danville officials asked a fed­ 
eral judge Tuesday to issue an 
injunction against the rally. Judge 
Thomas Michie refused, but he 
did restrain the Negroes from 
holding an unruly demonstration 
that coulcfcincite violence. 


Civil rights proceedings were 
resuming this, morning in the Sen­ 
ate Commerce Committee where

to 
testify in support of the admini­ 
stration’s effort to end racial bias 
in public accommodations. 


In Chicago, where the NAACP

The harried Conservative party 
leader planned to wind up a two- 
day foreign policy debate in the 
House of Commons with a speech 
expected to mention British secu­ 
rity, which has been widely criti­ 
cized for alleged laxness. 


In the latest British spy case, 
Italian nuclear physicist Giuseppe 
Martelli went into the second day 
of a trial on charges of attem pt­ 
ed espionage for the Soviet Un­ 
ion. He pleaded innocent Tues­ 
day. 


Macmillan was plagued by a 
series of sex-and-security scan­ 
dals centering on former British 
diplomat Harold (Kim) 
Philby, 
resigned War Minister John Pro­ 
fumo, society osteopath-artist Ste­ 
phen Ward 
and convicted spy 
William John Vassall. The scan­ 
dals have brought demands for 
his resignation. 


Battles In Commons 


The 69-year-old prime m inister 
battled Wilson in Commons Tues­ 
day over the government’s dis­ 
closure that Philby had been a 
Soviet agent and the “ third m an” 
who tipped off suspected British 
diplomats Guy Burgess and Don­ 
ald MacLean in 1951, permitting 
them to defect to Russia. 


Macmillan — then foreign m in­ 
ister — defended Philby against 
such allegations in 1955. London 
newspapers have asked why it 
took British security officials 12 
years to come up with this infor­ 
mation — and then to perm it 
Philby, working as a journalist,
